Ulick and defeated .St. .loLin njuarcly up-

on the Usuc of tbe enforcement of the law
and that therefore they will not obey it In-

dividually or help to enforce it. In tbe
mean time, in spite of prosecution, and
meetings, and organization, and hired
speakers, the law la openly violated in
every town of the Stale wherever the pro-

hibition candidatea for mayors were de-

feated. In the absence of come power to
call a halt, tbc Republican party it locally
going to plecc, aluI l,lfi Slate organization
wat ers and tremblea. The preaent outlook
would teem to indicate that three-fourt-

ol tbe counties, of the .State are going to
fall into Democratic control the coining
autumn. Not the least Interesting phase of
tbe fight is the promptness with which the
Democratic Judges pronounce sentence
ugainxt t iulators of the liquor law, and tbe
eijual alacrity with which tbe (lovernor Is
sues bis pardons, thus not only enfilading
their lire, but giving it to us in front and
rear.

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PUNCH WITH CARE.

The general managers of tbe railroads,
which are operated In Kansas, net a few
days ago in Kansas City, to consider section
10 of tbe railroad laws, which reads as fol-

lows :

Section 10. No railroad 'company shall
charge, demand or receive from any per-
son, company or corporation, for the trans-
portation of any properly, or for any other
sen ices, a greater sum than it shall at the
aaiue time charge, demand or receive from
any other person, rompan, or corporation,
for a like service at the sajic place, or up-
on like conditions or similar circumstances,
and all concession or rates, drawbacks and
contracts shall be open to and allowed all
persons, companies and corporations alike.

KANSAS SOLDIERS.

Curtiu, or Pennsylvania; Klrkwood, or
Iowa; fcprague. or Rhode ; Ramsey,
of Mlnucsota; Hlalr, or Michigan, and
Stanford, ol California, arc Hie only ur-
viving war flowrnors .r the Northern
States. ClnfiuHati-Cumnntii- il Gazette.

Koblnson and Carney, (iowriiors ol Kau- -
sas during the pet toil of the war, are both
living. Aud Kansas sent more soldiers to
tbe war, in proamnion to population, than
any other Male in the Union. Further, the
records of tbe sar department show that
tbc Kansas troop suffered a larger propor
tionate loss, in killed and wounded, than
those from any other State. In a report
made in January, JN.7, Provo-- t Maitdial
General Fiy says:

"hausas shows the highest battle mortal-
ity of the table. The same singular mar
tial disposition which induced about ball
the d men ol the State to enter
tbc army without bouuty, may be supposed
to have increased their cxpoMiru to tbc
casualties or battlo alter they were iu the
sen Ice."

Kansas has, a larger soldier pop
illation iu proportion to the total of its In
habitants, than any other State iu the
Union. It Is probable that every Regiment
serving iu the Union army during the war
is represented in the population of this
State. We think there are very many
counties in Kansas where four-fifth- s of the
adult male inhabitants, over forty years of
age, served iu the Union army. A census
or our soldier population is to be taken,
and it will, wc think, make a remarkable
and interesting showing. Chamnion.

If this lease is approvod by tbe Secretary
of the Interior, which is probable, the
Strip Association bavo certainly made a
splendid bargain, lor which they can thank
Mr. Kldrcd, Major Drumm and other gen
tlemen, who bavo worked up the bill and
watched over it unlll its final passage. The
rental Is exceedingly moderate aud the
revcuues exceedingly large. If tbc mem
bers of the Strip Association can keep
their cattle tree from disease, they have as
good a thing for the coming five years as
they could desire.

There was a cyclone at Greenville.Texas,
last Saturday In which a large number of
houses were torn to pieces, but none or the
Inmates were seriously Injured. A large
number or houses resting on blocks and
posts were blown or twisted off their sup-
ports and more or less injured, but very
few occupants were hurt. A large amount
of goods were damaged by water being
blown into tho stores. Awnings, fences,
etc., were swept away. All the churches
lu the town were badly damaged, and, in
fact but few buildings In the town entirely
escaped Injury. Meagre accounts from the
surrounding country say the storm was
severe, and several houses in tbe track of
tbc storm were blown down and two or
three persons were somewhat injured. The
loss aggregates ?.,000 to ?100,000, but no
individual loss Is or any magnitude.

worth of beer Is sold each year, making
930,000,000 at the amount of money spent

annually in this country by the people for
stimulants.

Within the last year or two lumbermen
have begtiu to get alarmed, ami, are asking
the very pertinent questlou, "Where is our
future supply coming from V Wc cau say,
and truthfully too, don't get uneasy gen-

tlemen, the south has lumber material luck-

ed up in her Cypress forests to last lor
ages on ages. The supply has, been tapped
aud our wants will be supplied For fence
potts aud fenclug, aud particularly for
shingles there in nothing in the world but
slate aud tiling that will outlast it. Tbo
writer, while living iu the south, tore
down some buildings that, bad becu built
forty years before, whicli were perfectly
sound, exceptiug the lower face of the
timbers next to the. ground. On tut' north
side of the roofs of the buildings, the mos
hail accumulated to a thickness of nearly
an inch, aud yet the shingles were perfect
ly sound. Most all of the buildings, built
here iu 1S70, have had to be rcshiogled.
Those that have not been rcshinglcd would
not do for a powderhousc at any rate. A
trip up Main street will verify this state-
ment. Pine lumber must give way to Cy-

press for siding, shingles and fencing lu tbe
near future. Farmers will not buy Pine
fencing when they cau get Cypress lor a
little les, and have It last three times as
long. The Cypress forests of Arkansas-Mississip-

and Louisaua are almost
Cypress is better lu every way

than Pine, for fencing, flooring, shingles
aud fence posts. Wc know what we say,
and can prove It. This fact Is a great thing
for the future of Kansas. Let us be thank-
ful that we can soon be able to get it as
we need. The way Is open and the road Is
built, let us encourage its introduction and
general uc. Dynamite.
